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- HEALTH CENTER URGES 
PRE-NATAL CARE FOR 
EXPECTANT MOTHERS 


Four still-births—four which 
might have been prevented by pre- 
natal care—havet occurred among 
Hunter’s Point mothers, according 
to Mrs. Viola Randall, head of the 
Puplic Health Center. 


None of the mothers who lost 
their babies had proper care before 
the births, Mrs. Randall reports. 


This was true in spite of the 
fact that complete pre-natal care 
—ineluding supervision by a doc- 
tor, nursing and hospital examina- 

_ tions—is available, without charge 
if necessary, to every woman. 


The risk of losing babs through 
improper pre-natal care is com- 
pletely urinecessary, Mrs. Randall) 
points out. 

To get this care, this is what an 
expectant mother should do. 

First of -all, visit the Public 
Health Center at 177 Hilltop Road. 
There a nurse will tell you*whether 
you are eligible for Army or Navy 
medical care and how you go about 
getting it. If you want a private 
doctor, one will be recommended. 

If you are unable to pay for 
medical care, you will still receive 
the very best. You will be assigned 
to a specialist at San Francisco 
Hospital who will check your con- 
dition regularly and will supervise 
your diet and confinement period. 

A Public Health Nurse will visit 
you in your home regularly; she 
will give you advice on your menus, 

’ she will outline all the things you 
need for the baby, tell you how 
to bathe it and care for it, and she 
will arrange to have your other 
children adequately cared for while 
you are in the hospital. 

These visits by the nurses are 
available to all expectant mothers, 
without charge, whether they are 
under a private doctor or county 
care.

1,000 War Workers Recruited 
Monthly in Expansion Plan 


While the Navy is bringing in an average of about 
1,000 workers a month for the Hunter’s Point Drydocks,

A wire from the International pitalization, so it is presumed he ‘is. 


Red Cross, Washington, D.C., has 
earned the eternal gratitude of 
Mrs. Opal Britt, 6833 Blanken Ave- 
nue, Candlestick Cove. For it has 
helped lift the burden of anxiety 
and loneliness from her shoulders. 


The wire repeated word for word 
a wireless message reecived from 
her husband, Staff Sergeant Ellis 
T. Britt, formerly of Hamilton 
Field and now a prisoner of the 
Japanese at the Nudken War Camp 
in Manchuria, where he has been 
interned for the past two and half 
years. : 

Mrs. Britt feels the message is 
authentic as her husband asks 
about relatives and friends, and 
even ended the broadcast with a 
musical number dedicated to his 
wife. 

Sergeant and Mrs. Britt were 
married only four months when he 
was sent to the South Pacific 
area, and while he was stationed at 
Nichols Field just outside of Ma- 
nilla, Pearl Harbor happened. 

Her next news about her hus- 
band was the “report “missing in 
action” and his whereabouts during 
the nine months following that re- 
port remained unknown. Then it 
was learned that he was in a pri- 
son camp and alive. 

This message received a few 
weeks ago, is the second Mrs. Britt 
has received, the first one having 
been reported about eight months 
ago, at which time Sergeant Britt 
was in the hospital, but the last

fought with -outstanding courage 
on Guam, ; 

According to a dispatch receiv- 
ed from: the island and relayed to 
his wife who lives at 339 Harbor 
Road, Marine Private Kidner was 
one of seven men out of a group 
of 14, who survived an expedition 
against Japanese cave snipers. 

Armed with flame-throwers, Kid- 
ner’s group cleaned out three Jap 
nests on their second day of fight- 
ing and two more on the third. 

During the fighting, Kidner had 
the rare opportunity of killing « 
Japanese officer. It happened when 
he and another Marine were bury- 
ing enemy soldiers they had shot. 
As Kidner paused from his sshovel- 
ing to rest, one of the “dead” men, 
raised up and reached for a weap- 
on. Kidner quickly swung his ham-~- 
mer towards the Jap’s head. No 
doubt remained as to the Nip’s 
fate. 3
